A  pcrfell  Defcription  of  the  People  Country  of 

Scotland. 

i 

First,  for  the  country, ^  I  muft  confels  it  is  good  for  thole* 
that  .pofTefs  it,  and  too  bad  for  others,  to  be  at  the 
charge  to  conquer  it*  The  air  might  be  wbolfbme  but  for  the . 
/linking  people  that  inhabit  it;  the  ground  might  be  fruitful 
had  they  wit  to  manure  it;  1 

Their  beads  be  generally  fmall,  women  only  excepted,  of 
<\  hich  fort  there  . arc  none  greater  in  the  whole  world  There 
i’  great  dore  of  fowl  too,  as  foiil  houfes,  foul  fheets,  foul  linexi^» 
fuul  d idles  and  pots,  foul  trenchers  and  napkins,  with  which 
iort  we  have  been  forced  to  fay  as  the.  children  .did  with« 
their  fowl  in  the  wildernefs* .  They  have  good  dore  of  fifli 
i‘)o,  and  good  for  thofe  that  can.  cat  it  raw;  but  if  it  come' 
once  into  their  hands,  it  -is  worfe  than  .if  it  were  three  days' 
'dd  :  for  their  butter  and  chcele,  I.will  not  meddle  withal  at 
this  time,  nor  no  man  elfe  at  any  time  that  loves  hit  life. 

They  have  great  dore  of  deer,  but  they  are  io  far  from.ihc; 
VoL.  V.  ‘  «  X  ’  " 
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place  where  I  have  been,  that  1  rather  believe  than  go  to  dif- 
provc  it :  1  confefs,  all  the  deer  I  met  withal,  was  dear 

lodgings,  dear  horfe-meat,  and  dear  tobacco,  and  Englifhleer. 

As  for  fruit,  for  their  grand  fire  Adam's  lake  they  never 
jdanted  any;  and  for  otiier  trees,  had  Chiifl  been  betrayed  in 
this  country  (as  doubtlcfs  he  (hould,  had  he  come  as  a  ftrangerj, 
(udas  had  fooner  found  the  grace  of  repentante,  than  a  tree 
to  hantr  himfelf  on. 

1  iiey  have  many  hills,  wherein  they  fay  is  much  treafurc, 
hut  they  (hew  none  of  it;  nature  hath  only  difeovered  to 
them  fonie  mines  of  coal,  to  fhew  to  what  end  he  created 
them. 

I  faw  little  grafs  but  in  their  ]>ottage  :  the  thiftlc  is  not 
given  of  nought,  for  it  is  the  fairell  flowxr  in  their  garden. 
The  word  hay  is  Heathen-Creek  unto  them  ;  neither  man 
nor  bcaft  knows  what  it  means. 

•  Com  is  reafonable  plenty  at  this  time;  for  fince  they  beard 
of  the  king’s  coming,  it  hath  been  as  unlawful  for  the' com¬ 
mon  people  to  eat  wheat,  as  it  was  in  the  old  time  for  any 
Hut  the  priedfi  to  eat  Ihew-bread.  They  prayed  much  for  bis 
coming,  and  long  faded  for  his  welfare  ;  but  in  the  more  plain 
fenfe,' that  he  might  fare  the  better.  All  his  followers  were  * 
welcome  but  his  guard  ;  for  thofe,  they  fay,  are  like  Pharaoh's 
lean  kine,  and  threaten  death  wherelbever  they  come :  they 
could  perfuade  the  footmen  that  oaten  cakes  would  niake 
them  long-winded,  and  the  children  of  the  chapel  they  have 
brought  to  eat  of  them  for  the  maintenance  of  their  voices. 

They  fay  our  cooks  are  too  fa’ucy,  and  for  grooms  and 
coachmen  thev  wifli  them  to  give  to  their  horles  no  w'orfe  than 
they  eat  themfclvrs.  'riiey  commend  the  brave  minds  of 
the  penfioners  and  the  gentlemen  of  the  bed-chamber,  which 
chufe  rather  to  go  to  taverns,  th.an  to  be  always  eating  of  the 
king’s  provifion  ;  they  likewife  do  commend  the  yeomen  of 
the  buttery  and  cellar,  for  tbeir  readinefs  and  filence,  in  that 
thev  will  he  ir  twenty  knocks  before  they  will  anfw.er  one. 
Thev  ]>erfuade  the  trumpeters  that  failing  is  good  for  men  of 
that  cjnality;  for  empiinefs,  they  lay,  caufes  wind,  and  wind 
rallies  a  truinpel  to  f)und  well.  .  i  * 

'I'he  bringing  of  heralds  they  fay  w^as  a  needlefs*  charge; 
thev  all  know  their  pedigrees  well  enough,  and  the  harbinger* 
might  have  been  (pared,  feeing  they  brought  fo  many  beds' 
with  them  ;  and  of  tw  o  evils  the  leall  ihould  l)e  thofen.  They 
with  the  beds  might  remain  with  them,  and  the  poor  harbingeri 

(keep  their  ]>Uces  and  do  their  ofiice  as  they  return.  ^ 
hangiiigs  they  defire  might  likew’ife  be  left  as  reliques  to 
them  in  niind  of  liis  majelly :  and  they  promife  to  difpenft 
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with  ilic  wooden  images;  but  for  thofc  graven  images  in'  his 
]]c^’  beaatified  chapel,  they  threaten  to  pull  down  foon  after 
his  departure,  and  to  nuike  of  them  a  burnt  offering,  to  ap- 
j)e.iie  liie  iiidignaiion  they  imagine  conceived  againd  them 
111  the  bread  of  the  Almighty,  for  fuffering  fuch  idolatry  to 
tarer  into  their  kingdom;  the  organ  I  think  will  find  mercy, 
l)ec:uilo  (as  they  fay}  there  is  fome  affinity  between  them  and 
the  bag  pipes. 

The  Ikipper  that  brought  the  finging  men  with  their  papif- 
tic.il  vcilinents,  complains  that  he  hath  been  much  troubled 
with  a  drange  linging  in  his  head  ever  fince  they  came  aboard 
his  llilp,  for  remedy  whereof,  the  parfon  of  the  parifh  hath 
pcrlh-ided  him  to  iell  that  prophane  veffel,  and  to  didribute 
tin*  money  among  the  faithful  brethren. 

Fi>r  his  inajedy’s  entertainment,  I  mui^  niSleds  ingenuoufly 
conic  Is,  he  was  received  in  the  parifli  of  Edinburgh  (for  a 
city  1  cannot  call  it),  with  great  flioiits  of  joy,  but  no  fhews  of 
charge  for  pageants;  they  hold  them  idolatrous  things,  and 
not  lit  to  be  ufed  in  fo  reformed  a  place  :  from  the  cadle  they 
give  him  fome  pieces  of  ordnance,  which  furely  he  gave  them 
imee  he  was  king  of  England ;  and  at  the  entrance  of  the 
town  they  prefented  him  with  a  golden  bafon,  which  .was 
carried  before  him  on  mens  flioulders  to  his  palace,  1  thinks 
from  whence  it  came.  His  xnajefty  was  conveyed  by  the 
younkersof  the  town,  which  were  about  an  hundred .  halberdi 
(dearly  (hall  they  rue  it,  in  regard  of  the  charge)  to  the  Crofs, 
and  lb  to  the  high  church,  where  the  only  bell  they  had 
dood  oil  tip-toe  to  behold  his  fweet  face,  where  1  mufl  in- 
treat  you  to  fpare  him ;  for  an  hour  I  loft  him. 

lu  the  mean  time,  to  report  the  fpeeches  .of  the  people 
concerning  his  never-exampled  entertainment,  were  to  make 
tliis  difeourfe  too  tedious  unto  you,  as  the  ferinon  was  to  thofc 
that  were  conftr.iined  to  endure  it.  After  the  preachment  he 
was  conducted  by  the  fame  halberds  unto  his  palace,  of  which 
1  forbear  to  fpeak,  becaufe  it  was  a  place  faneftified  by  his  di¬ 
vine  niajelly  ;  only  I  wifh  it  had  been  better  walled  for  my 
irletids  lake  that  waited  on  him. 

Now  I  will  begin  briefly  to  fpeak  of  the  people  according 
to  their  degrees  and  qualities;  For  the  lords  fpiritual,  they 
may  well  be,  termed  fo  indeed,  for  they  are  neither  f^  nor 
flcdi,  but  what  it  ftiall  plcafc  iheir  earthly  God,  the  king,'  to 
make  them.  Obedience  is  better  than  facrifice,  and  .there* 
I  fore  they  make  a  mock  at  martyrdom,  faying.  That  Chrift 
Was  to  die  for  them,  and  not  they  for  him*  They  will  rather 
fubferibe  than  furrender,  and  rather  difpenfe  with  fmall 
things  than  trouble  themfplves  with  great  difpuUtion ;  thfty 

will 
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A-nll  rather  acknowledge  the  king  to  be  their  head  than  want 
wherewith  to  pamper  their  bodies. 

They'  have  taken  great  pains  and  trouble  to  compafs  th^ 
bifliopricks,  and  they  will  not  leave  them  for  a  trifle  j  for  the 
deacon,  whofe  power  will  not ‘lift  them  up  to  dignities,  all  their 
ftudy  is  to  difgrace  them  that  have  gotten  the  lead  degree  a- 
bove  them  ;  and  bccaufc  they  cannot  bifliop,  they  proclaim 
they  never  heard  of  any.  I'he  feriptnres,  lay  they,  fpeak’ot' 
deacons  and  elders,  but  not  a  word  of  bidiops.  Their  difeourfes 
are  full  of  delracdion,  their  fermons  nothing  but  railing,  and 
their  conchiiions  nothing  but  berelies  and  treafons.  For  the 
religion  they  have,  I  confels  they  hold  it  above  reach,  and, 
God  willing,  1  will  never  reach  for  it. 

'i  hey  chriden  without  the  crofs,  marry  withont  the  ring, 
receive  the  facranient  without  reverence,  die  without  repen* 
tanoe,  and  bury  \v  Jihout  divine  Icrv  ice  :  they  keep  no  holy, 
days,  nor  acknowledge  any  faint  but  St  Andrew,  v^ho  they  laid 
that  honour  by  i>rerenting  Chrid  with  an  oaten  cake  after 
hi6  forty  days  fad.  They  fay  likewife,  that  he  that  tranflated 
the  Bible  was  the  fin  of  a  malder,  bccaufe  it  Ipeaks  of  a  mir¬ 
acle  done  by  barley-loaves ;  whereas  they  fwear  they  were 
oaten  cakes,  and  that  no  other  bread  of  that  qiuniity  could 
have  fiidiccd  (b  many  thoufands. 

They  life  no  prater  at  all,  for  they  fay  it  is  needlefs;  God 
knows  their  minds  without  pratling,  and  what  he  doth,  he 
loves  to  do  It  freely.  I'heir  Sabbath  exercife  is  a  preaching 
in  the  Ibrenoon,  and  a  perfecuting  in  the  afternoon;  they  go 
to  church  in  the  forenoon  to  hear  the  law,  and  to  the*  crags 
and  mountains  in  the  afternoon  to  loufe  thenifelves. 

They  bold  their  nofes  if  you  talk  of  bear-baiting,  and  ftop 
their  ears  if  you  fpeak  of  piny ;  fornication  they  hold  but  a  pat 
lime,  wherein  man’s  ability  is  approved,  and  a  woman’s  fertility 
is  difeovered;  at  adultery  they  dtake  their  heads;  theft  they 
rail  at;  murder  they  vs  ink  at,  nnd  blafphemy  they  latigb  at: 
they  think  it  iinpolbblc  to  lofe  the  way  to  heaven,  if  they 
hiu  leave  Rome  behind  them.  ^ 

To  be  oppolitc  to  the  pope,  is  to  be  prefently  with  Godt 
To  concUule,  I  am  perfnaded,  that  if  God  and  his  angeh,  at 
the  tail  day,  fliould  come  down  in  their  whiteft  garinentf| 
they  wxiiild  run  away  and  cry,  **  I'he  children  of  the  chapCi 
arc  come  again  to  torment  ns,  let  sis  fly  fnmi  the  abominaUD# 
of  ihrll*  Ivoys,  and  hide  oiirfelves  in  the  mountains.*’ 

the  lords  temporal  and  Ipiritnal,  temporifing  genffc* 
men  !  if  i  were  apt  fo  fpeak  of  .any,  I  could  not  fpeak  itioch 
ol  them;  only  I  mull  let  yon  know  they  are  not  Stt)ttffhiiiC®i 
fim  as  IboM  as  they  ibl)  front  tlic  bread  of  the  brad’ theiR mo¬ 
ther, 
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thfr  ihfir  careful  father  ports  them  away  for  France,  which 
IS  tlu  v  pafs  the  fea  fucks  from  them  that  which  they  have 
jjcketi  rroiii  their  rude  dams;  there  they  gather  new  flefh, 
n-n  l)lor)J,  new  manners;  and  there  they  learn  to  put  on  their 
(loiihs  and  then  return  into  their  country  to  wear  them 
out ;  there  they  learn  to  rtand,  fpeak,  difeourfe  and  congee 
lo  court  women,  and  to  complement  with  men. 

They  fpared  for  no  coil  to  honour  the  king,  nor  for  no  cotn- 
ih’iiicntal  curtefy  lo  welcome  their  countrymen;  their  foL 
i  ).\rr.  are  their  fellows,  their  wives  their  Haves,  their  horfes 
iIh  ii  iiiaders,  and  tlieir  fwords  their  judges;  by  reafon  wherc- 
oi,  they  have  but  few  labourers,  and  thofe  not  very  rich: 
ti'.jlr  parliaments  hold  but  three*days,  their  ftatutes  arc  three 
lua  s,  atul  ihcir  fuits  are  determined  in  a  manner  in  three 
uo'ih,  or  very  lew  more. 

The  wonders  of  their  kingdom  are  ihefe;  the  lord  chancei- 
1  .r,  he  is  believed,  the  mailer  of  the  rolls  well  fpoken  of,  and 
the  whole  council,  who  arc  the  judges  for  all  caufes,  are  free 
fi  jiii  rulpicion  of  corruption.  Tlie  conntry,  although  it  be 
iiioiinfainous,  alfords  no  monfters  but  women,  of  which  the 
‘^rcMicil  fort  (as  couniertes  and  ladies)  are  kept  like  lions  in 
::  )n  ;^a!es ;  the  merchants  wives  alfo  prifoners,^  but  not  in  f>. 
ilro.i:^a  hold;  they  have  wood  or  cages,  like  our  boar  •franks, 
through  which  fometimes  peeping  to  catch  the  air,  we  are 
almofl  choaked  with  the  fight  of  them.  The  grea  left  madneis 
nniongrt  the  men,  is  jealoufic  ;  in  that  they  fear  what  no  man 
that  hath  but  two  of  his  fenfes  will  take  from  them. 

'I  he  ladies  are  of  opinion,  that  Sufanna  could  not  bechafte, 
liccaufe  (he  bathed  fo  often.  Pride  is  a  thing  bred  in  theh: 
liones,  and  their  flefli  naturally  abhors  cleanlinefs;  their  breatli 
toininonly  (links  of  pottage,  their  linen  of  pifs,  their  hands  of 
turds,  their  body  of  fweat,  and  their  fplay  feet  never 
ollcMul  in  fotks.  To  be  chained  in  marriage  with  one  of  them, 
were  to  be  lied  to  a  dead  carcafe,  and  caft  into  a  (linking  ditch; 
loriuolity  and  a  dainty  face  are  things  they  dream  not  of. 

I'he  ointments  they  moft  frequently  ufe  araongrt  them  arc 
hrlinhone  and  butter  for  the  ftab,  and  oil  of  bays,  and  flavef- 
iicrc.  I  proteft  I  had  rather  be  the  meaneft  fervant  of  mjr 
two  pupils  chamber-maids,  than  to  be  the  mafter-minion  to 
the  fairert  countefs  I  have  yet  difeovered.  The  fin  of  curiofitjr 
<^f  ointments  is  but  newly  crept  into  the  kingdom,  and  I  do 
not  think  it  will  long  continue. 

To  draw  you  down  by  degrees  from  the  citizens  wives,  to 
the  country-gentlewomen,  and  convey  you  to  common  dames 
HI  Seacoal-lane,  that  converfe  with  rags  and  marrow* bones, 
things  of  mineral  race ;  every  whore  hA  Houndfditcfa  is  aii 
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An  Essay  o?2  Preaching  (la  predication )y  printed  /i/paris 

in  1766. 

dcfign  of  this  performance  is  to  flievv,  lhat  preaching 
X  has  coiitrihufed  very  little,  in  any  age  of  the  world,  to 
the  reformation  of  mankind,  and  that  it  is  in  the  power  of 
government  alone  to  produce  this  happy  effect.  Ihe.autbor 
appears  to  be  a  man  of  fenfe  and  genius,  a  friend  to  \iriue 
and  a  lover  of  mankind  ;  his  manner  of  writing  is  fprighlly 
and  agreeable  :  and  though  many  will,  no  doubt,  look  upon 
every  thing  that  is  faid  in  regard  to  improving  the  mannert 
and  morals  of  mankind,  as  idle  and  vihonary,  yet  the  difcerti. 
ing  reader,  who  is  acquainted  with  the  nature  and  biflory  of 
man,  will  be  convinced  of  the  weight  and  importance  of  ma¬ 
ny  things  which  he  advances. 

He  fets  out  with  obferving,  that  men,  ever  flnce  they  have 
formed  theinfelves  into  fotieiies,  have  been  preaching  to  one 
another,  though  with  little  fuccefs.  He  (hews  briefly,  from 
the  hillory  of  the  Old  Teflameut,  that  the  preachers  both 
before  and  after  the  Hood  made  few  converts.  When  he 
comes  to  the  time  of  our  Saviour,  he  fays, — “  It  is  not  for  us, 
worms  of  the  earth,  the  children  of  darknefs,  blind  in  the 
hook  of  life,  to  aik,  why  the  light  of  the  world  did  not  pork 
fy  the  woild  by  the  fire  of  his  word  ;  why,  after  his  death, 
Ijoth  |ew\s  and  Gentiles  continued  what  they  were  before? 

e  know  that  be  fent  bis  apoflles  to  preach  to  the  nations; 
hut  w  e  know  likew  ife,  that  the  nations,  inllead  of  attending 
to  the  apollles,  put  them  to  death,  and  that,  till  the  days  of 
Conllantinc,  preaching  made  few  profelytes.  r. 

“  Here  we  mull  carefully  diflinguilli  between  the  conver- 
f:nn  of  ilie  nndei Handing,  and  that  of  the  heart  ;  the  efta- 
Miihnu  nt  of  a  new  worHiip,  and  the  eflabli fitment  of  manocts* 
This  is  an  important  dillinction,  and  1  fliall  have  occafiOQ  to 
return  to  it  by  and  l>y. 

“  Conll  iiiiinc  fpread  Cbriflianity  over  thofc  extenfive  COOn- 
tiirs  that  were  fubjcv-i  to  the  Roman  empire.  Clovis  intto- 
iliiicd  ii  into  Gaul,  (diarlemagne  into  Germany,  JElliclbert 
into  Great  Britain,  c~c.  A  fine  triumph  for  the  ecclefiafUcal 
hillorijiis  i  iMeihiiiks  I  hear  Gregory  pi  Tours  fay  to  met— 
('.ah  your  eye  over  Gaul,  and  behold  in  the  temples^  which 
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I  ire  ilJiiig  every  where  in  honour  of  the  true  God,  thofe  altars, 

I  ih  a  ficrifice,  thofe  facraments,  thofe  public  prayers, 

I  thofe  humill.itions,  thofe  marks  of  penitence,  that  hierarchy 
I  ot  l> to  prefcrve  the  facred  depofitum  of  the  faith/' 

I  “1  fee  them  ;  but  I  fee,  at  the  fame  time,  kings  and 
I  (iiieens  whh  crojfcs  on  their  foreheads,  and  crimes  in  their 
I  hearts.  I  I’ce  a  Clovis,  with  the  crofs  on  his  face,  lliedding 
I  (he  blood  of  five  princes,  his  own  relations,  in  order  to  invade 
j  their  little  territories  ;  I  fee,  &C.  &€. 

I  “  The  number  of  j)i  cachers,  fince  the  ages  of  Chriftlanity, 
is  prodigioufly  increufed,  together  with  the  number  of  the 
fiithfiil.  At  a  certain  hour  of  a  certain  day  of  the  week,  fifty 
j  thoiifnul  j^reaclicrs,  in  the  different  countries  of  Europe,  af- 
I  feiiible  the  people,  and  fay  to  them  whatever  they  pleafe  ; 
and  to  thofe  preachers  fovereigns  truft  the  important  bufinefs 
of  manners.  In  reading  the  Koman  hiftory,  it  is  obfcrvable, 

I  that  the  magiftrates  alone  fpoke  to  the  people  Jure  regalu  In 
the  d.ivs  of  Conitaniine,  the  magiftrate  was  filent,  and  the 
\  pii<  It  lj)oke/' 

0  ;r  author  goes  on  to  obferve,  that  the  prefent  manner  of 
I  p  rachilng  is  ill  calculated  to  warm  tjie  imagination,  and  reach 
i  the  heart  ;  that  the  preachers  of  other  religions  have  been  as 
;  iinficccfsfiil  as  thole  of  the  true  ;  and  that  preaching  in  eve- 
\  r\  ai\c  and  country,  has  been  more  fuccefsful  in  recommend- 
I  mg  evil  than  good.  He  then  proceeds  thus  : 

I  ihit  there  have  been  preachers  of  another  fort,  who, 
j  ivlihont  attending  at  the  altar,  have  preached  good  morals  j 
j  b  i  us  fee  what  fuccefs  they  have  had.  I  begin  with  the  poets, 
the  iirlt  inflru^ors  of  mankind,  who  have  the  heft  claim  to 
j  ilie  aiicniion  of  their  hearers,  as  they  always  fpeak  a  divine 
language,  os  divina  fonans.  We  have  nothing  left  of  the 
I  works  of  Orpheus,  who  Jung  his  morals  before  the  days  of 
I  tbc  prophets.  But  if  fable,  in  order  to  give  us  a  high  idea  of 
j  then),  tells  us,  that  he  tamed  the  fierceft  animals,  and  even 
I  Ibricncd  the  heart  of  Pluto,  it  tells  us  at  the  fame  time,  that 
I  be  could  not  calm  the  amorous  rage  of  the  women  of  Thrace, 
i  'vbo  tore  him  in  pieces  on  account  of  his  indifference  ;  a  bad 
j  omen  for  thofe  poets  who  W'erc  to  preach  virtue  after  him. 

Among  the  poets  we  are  acquainted  with,  fbuie  have 
preached  in  heroics,  fuch  as  Homer,  Virgil,  Lucan,  Taflb,  Ca« 
nioens,  JMilton,  and  the  author  of  the  Henriade.  When  the 
Iliad  appeared,  Greece  was  divided*  into  as  many  parties  as 
there  were  dates  in  it.  They  were  continually  attacking 
<‘^ich  other,  and  intedine  convulfions  (hook  the  general  condi- 
^'ition.  Homer  forefaw  the  fatal  confeqiienccs  of  their  divi- 
fjons,  and  employed  the  voice  of  rcafon,‘lh'e  force  of  example, 

#  the 
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the  inajefty  of  flUe,  the  pomp  of  words,  the  charms  of  wie. 
try,  to  (hew  them  the  danger  of  difeord  ;  but  union  no  wh^c 
appeared.  Never,  perhaps,  was  the  Iliad  more  read,  or  more 
admired,  than  in  the  days  of  Pei  ides  ';  becaufe,  at  that  pc. 
rk>d,  the  tafte  and  genius  of.thc  Creeks  were  at  their  height; 
even  the  vulgar  were  ft  ruck  with  the  beauties  of  poetry  and 
eloquence.  It  is  not  nccclfary  to  cite  the  palTages,  where  Ho¬ 
mer,  always  attentive  to  the  great  point  he  had  in  view, 
paints  difeord  in  the  form  of  a  familhed  inonftcr,  feeding  on 
blood  and  carnage.  It  is  fiiflicient  for  my  purpofe  to  ob&rrt 
that  the  Greeks,  whilft  they  were  fmging  the  verfes  of  Ho! 
mcr,  extolling  his  poetry,  and  the  moral  he  inculcated,  to  the 
Ikies,  were  tearing  one  another  in  pieces. 

The  wife  Virgil,  whilft  he  flattered  the  Romans  in  liis 
iEneid,  purpofed  to  hinifclf,  no  doubt,  to  rekindle  expiring 
virtue  in  the  breafts  of  his  countrymen.  Accordingly  he  fings 
of  a  hero  ever  juft,  ever  patient,  ever  brave,  ever  full  of  piety 
towards  the  gods.  This  is  the  principal  character  with  which 
he  marks  him,  -pious  JEucaSy  ^c.  and,  in  order  to  infpire  the 
greater  horror  of  irreligion,  and  ihofe. other  vices  that  were 
haftening  the  ruin  of  Koine,  even  under  her  own  triumphal 
arches,  with  what  dreadful  noife,  with  what  horrid  apparatus. 


Felix  qui  potuit  rernm  cogmjccre  cau  fcis  ; 
Jtquc  nietus  ovineSy  et  inexorahile  faiuniy 
Subjecit  pedibus,  ftrcpitnmquc  Aiberoutis  avari 

I  might  fay  a  great  deal  upon  the  Hcnriadc  ;  ^ 
men  !  name  to  me  a  Angle  moral  virtue  ;  a  virtue 
to  fotiety  ;  a  real  virtue,  which  is  net  there  ula 
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flroii^eft  light.  Valour,  jufticc,  humanity,  gcnerofity,  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  bws,  loyalty  to  the  prince,  appear  in  their  mofl 
bca  iiit'ul  and  adecting  forms  ;  the  fame  true  and  (Irong  pen¬ 
cil  (Ir.iw-s,  in  the  mod  terrible  colours,  thofe  follies  which’ 
ruined  oiir  fathers  ;  that  fanaticifirty  for  example,  that  blind 
iiul  Ihipid  fury  which  rcafon  never  tamed. — This  poem  has 
iraw  been  preaching  to  us  for  the  fpace  of  forty  years  ;  what 
impreninn  has  it  made  on  our  theological  difputes,  wherein 
(nir  divines  pelt  one  another  with  the  (tones  of  the  fancfluary? 
What  has  lately  happened  in  a  great  city  (Touloufc),  where, 
public  clamour,  furprifing  the  attention  of  juftice,  made  an 
iuuucent  old  man  (Galas),  be  put  to  death  ?  The  annual 
ihankfgivings  that  aie  offered  up  to  Almighty  God  in  the 
lame  city  for  a  religious  maifacre,  (hew  that  fanaticifm  is  ftill 
ihcril’occi  in  our  breads,  and  that  this  mondcr  would  (till  com¬ 
mit  dreadful  ravages,  if  the  wifdom  of  government  did  not 
lii.dn  it  down. 

“  ISiit  of  all  the  epic  poets,  Milton  has  cholen  the  grand- 
cll  fubject,  and  the  fitted  for  a  preacher  :  his  plan  is  immenfe! 
it  coinprehciuls  the  coiinfels  of  the  Almighty,  and  the  whole 
(re3ii  )n  ;  thofe  torrents  of  light  and  pleafure  which  flowed 
fir  the  angels,  whild  they  continued  in  their  allegiance  ;  thaf 
Ici  of  lire  into  which  their  rebellion  hurled  them';  their  rage 
rgiiiill  niaTi,  when  innocent  and  happy  in  the  garden  of  Eden  ! 
it  comprehends  their  efforts  to  ruin  him,  and  their  fatal  fuc- 
(cfs;  toe  terrible  confeejuences  of  liis  trarifgfeffion,  the  air 
(ovtifd  with  black  clouds,  winds  let  loofe,  dorms,  tempefts, 
vakanos;  earth  refufing  her  fruits,  war  preparing  her  fcourge’s;  ^ 
force,  tvranny,  famine,  with  numberlefs  plagues  ;  and  this 
liorrid  f(  ene  not  even  terminated  by  death  itfelf ;  heaven 
iliur,  and  hell  opened  for  the  miferable,  who  are  born  only  to 
hithr,  and  to  fuffer,  becaufe  defeended  from  a  guilty  proge¬ 
nitor. 

But  I  weaken  Milton  ;  his  poem,  from  the  beginning  to* 
I  be  end,  is  a  fublirae  fermon,  a  difeourfe  of  the  Almighty,  a 
liiiguige  of  fire,  a  facred  enthufiafm  !  His  countrymen  began 
^0  read  it  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II. ;  and  in  this  reign,  more 

in  any  other,  the  allurements  of  riches,  luxury,  and  de¬ 
bauchery,  made  England  forget  both  the  fall  and  the  punifh- 
ruent  of  man.  But  it  is  not  one  nation  only  that  is  interefled  ’ 
in  this  poem  ;  it  relates  to  the  mod  important  intcreft  of  all 
nations.  Accordingly,  all  Europe' reads  ParaA'ife  lojl  It 
krikes,  it  aflonifhes  ;  but,  does  it  reform  ?  alas,  no  V* 

Our  author  now  proceeds  to  confider  what  influence  the 
tiramatic  writers, -  and' the  (aiirifls  of  ancient, and  modern 
timesj  have  bad  upon  the  morals  of  mankind#

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He  iliews,  in  a  fprigbtly  and  agreeable  manner,  that  men 
whether  they  cry  or  laugh,  (HU  continue  the  fame  ;  thathtiyj 
are  not  better  obeyed,  focial  virtues  more  praeftifed,  juftice 
more  refpeclcd,  or  faith  l)ettcr  kept.  Hillory  t(H),  which  is 
more  natural,  more  finiplc  than  poetry,  though  it  has  always 
endeavoured  to  correct  the  manners  of  mankind,  by  facts  and 
rcUcctions  arifing  from  ilicni,  has,  he  ohferves,  never  attained 
its  end  ;  whilfl  it  continues  to  relate  the  calamities  that  cover 
the  earth,  it  fl)e\\\s  the  inefficacy  of  its  own  efforts. 

**  If  the  force  ol*  inftruction,’’  continues  he,  could  pro* 
duce  good  morals,  this  glory,  next  to  the  preaching  of  .the 
gofpcl,  Ihould  fecin  to  be  peculiarly  referved  for  philofophy^ 
'file  jdiilofopher,  in  order  to  eftabliflt  morality,  neither  bor* 
lows  the  bitternefs  of  fatire,  nor  the  enchantment  of  the 
theatre  ;  neither  the  thunder  of  cloc]uencc,  nor  the  fublime 
of  infpiiatioii.  He  difdains  to  make  ufe  of  any  innrument  of 
furprife  ;  he  confines  himfelf  to  the  fimplicity  of  realbn  phe 
opens  before  us  the  book  of  nature,  which  fpeaks  an  intelli¬ 
gent  language  to  every  underfianding  ;  be  looks  for  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  morality  in  the  conftitution  of  things  ;  he  fuppofes 
nothing,  but  proves  every  thing.  Is  an  action  hurtful  to  fo* 
cieiy  ?  it  is  bad,  and  he  proferibes  it.  Is  it  beneficial  to  fq- 
ciciy  ?  it  is  good,  and  he  recommends  it.  Thus  it  is  that  he 
lays  the  line,  and  afcerlains  the  boundaries  between  vice  and 
virtue.  He  allows  us  the  ufe  of  all  the  gifts  of  nature,  and 
only  deJircs  us  not  to  abnfe  them  ;  he  means  not  to  form  a 
man  wiihont  paffions,  hnt  a  worthy  man  with  jiafllons. . 

**  Docs  he  fpeak  of  Cjod  ?  He  takes  care  not  to  reprefent 
liim  as  an  aihiiiniy  lawgiver,  who  commands  or  forbids,. with¬ 
out  any  other  moiivc  hut  that  of  being  obeyed.  He  does  not 
fjv.  Honour  and  love  your  father  and  mo’.her,  becaufe  Go4 
commands  it  ;  but  he  lays,  God  commands  it,  becaufe,  if  you 
icTiile  tobeaikcnio  this  fiiil  call  of  nature,  there  is  no  other  be¬ 
ing  whom  vou  will  liononr,  none  w  hom  you  will  love.  He  does 
not  lav,  Abllain  from  >iolcnce,  becaufe  God  forbids  it  ;  but  he 
fays,  C  iod  i'oibids  it,  becaufe  with  it,  towmsand  countries  would 
foon  become  an  imincnfc  tbcatie  of  confnfion,  horror,  and 
Mood.  He  teaches  us,  after  Ciccio,  that  law'  is  not  a  human 
inveiuion,  but  the  expreliion  of  that  univerfal  reaibn  which 
v'o\erns  the  world  ;  that,  like  it,  it  is  eternal  and  unchange- 
:'bic  ;  that  it  does  not  vary  according  to  limes  and  places; 
that  what  it  commanded  or  forbid  in  the  begiimihg  of  the 
world,  it  iHll  coinmands  or  forbids  to  eveiv  nation  .on  earth  : 
and  after  having  lixcd  the  boundaries  between  vice  and  virtiie> 
la:  fioin  feeing  in  the  Deity  an  implacable  judge,  the  philo- 
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I'D'ihfr  fees  in  him  a  father,  who  never  puniflies,  but  in  order 

to  rctoriii. 

Now,  this  fublime,  this  fimple  philofophy,  this  torch  of 
hcrfelf,  which,  after  being  extinguifhcd  in  Greece,  was 
li.vlifcfl  lip  agiiu  in  Italy,  in  England,  and  in  France,  and  has 
rpir.i.l  knowledge  to  the  remoteft  boundaries  of  the  northy 
\vh:u  clFects  has  it  produced  upon  morals  ?  it  has  happily  ba- 
r.i.'hftl  Tome  barbarous  prejudices.  Wills  are  no  longer  void, 
which  bequeath  nothing  to  the  church.  Churches  no  longer 
ft  rvc  as  faiuftnaries  for  alfaflins  ;  we  no  longer  believe  that 
Koine  can  ablblve  fabjed:s  from  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  their 
lovereigij.  We  fliall  never  go  again  to  ruin  our  families,  and 
(  It  one  another’s  throats  in  Paleftine.  Witches  are  not  com- 
inltied  to  the  flames',  and  at  the  lall  AutO»du-fe  in  Lifbony  no 
hiinian  being  was  facriliced,  &€,  &c. 

Thefe  maladies  of  the  mind,  and  fome  others  of  the  fame 
kind,  which  are  the  offspring  of  ignorance,  philofophy  has 
(uied  ;  but  all  the  vices  which  can  infeifl  enlightened  nations 
Hill  flibrid  ;  and  their  poifon,  as  it  circulates  through  all  ranks 
and  toiuliiions  of  men,  from  the  cottage  to  the  court,  is  Hill 
heightened  in  proportion  as  it  afcends.  The  Stoic  philofophy, 
in  its  greateft  efforts,  produced  indeed  fome  good  emperors, 
dVajin,  Nerva,  Adrian,  the  two  Antonines,  and  fome  indivU- 
duals  in  every  order  of  the  Hate  ;  but  it  had  no  effeifl  upon 
the  inultitiide.  With  more  light  and  knowledge  than  it  was 
tlien  poffelfed  of,  it  labours  ftill  with  as  much  ardour  as  ever 
to  make  profelytes  ;  but  this  flower  of  the  human  fpccies  will 
only  make  a  very  puny  republic. 

“  It  appears  plainly,  therefore,  from  the  records  of  all  ages, 
that  preaching,  under  whatever  form  it  is  confidered,  whether 
in  the  lelHins  of  philofophers,  in  the  examples  of  hiflory,  the 
rnthufiafin  of  poets,  the  oracles  of  the  gofpel,  the  precepts  of 
the  1>  nagugue,  the  infpiration  of  prophets, 'the  zeal  of  patri¬ 
archs,  has  never  formed,  and  never  can  form  a  virtuous  people. 
Who  then,  it  will  be  afked,  is  the  true  preacher  ?  I  anfwcr^ 
C'overnment.  But  it  is  not  enough  to  afHrm  this,  I  muft  prov« 
it.”

V...S  nhnoll  rebuilt,  and  the  foundation  thereof  made  of  fuch 
rood  materials,  and  fo  llrong,  that  it  was  thought  even  time 
jtft  If  could  never  fliake  it  :  yet  by  the  machinations,  miflakes, 
I'ul  miiinanagement  of  a  fucceflion  of  wicked,  carelefs,  or  ig. 
iiorani  ovcrleers,  the  faid  fabric  is  become  fo  exceffive  ruinous, 
li  e  pill  irs  of  it  fo  lhaitcred,  and  the  other  materials  fo  cor- 
icjon  d  and  decayed,  that  it  is  dangerous  for  any  of  his  ma- 
lubjccls  to  go  near  it  ;  feveral  having  of  late  years  (by 
;(iunij)iino  to  ihclier  themfelves  under  it)  been  crufhed  to  , 
iltatli,  others  had  their  brains  knocked  out,  and  others  very  , 
niiuli  fi|ueczcd,  bruifed,  maimed,  and  W'ounded,  both  in  body.* 
and  elhite.  And  iliough  feveral  fupernumeraiy  *  pillars,  or 
iiipj>orteis,  have  been  lately  added,  of  mod  excellent  mate¬ 
rials,  yet  it  is  feared  they  will  prove  muHi  too  light  and  weak 
for  tlic  ])iirpofe  intended,  as  they  are  not  placed  at  proper 
dillaiiccs,  and  too  few  in  number  :  for  any  perfbn  with  half 
an  eye  may  perceive,  that  a  mod  prodigious  weight  has  been 
added  (by  defign)  of  late  years,  to  one  fide  of  the  faid  fabric; 
'vhich  has,  in  a  great  raeafure,  dedroyed  that  equilibrium, 
which  ought  to  be  carefully  preferved  in  buildings  of  this 
It  has  been  obferv’cd  by  many  who  paffed  liy,  that  the  . 
lide  which  is  mod  ponderous  gains  ground  of  the  other  every 
Jay  ;  and  it  is  much  to  be  feared  will,  if  not  timely  prevent¬ 
ed,  with  all  its  weight  of  lead,  iron,  brafs,  and  other  heavy  * 
and  grofs  materials,  fall  upon  the  weaker  fide,  and  cnifh  it  to 
atoms. 

Whenever  this  fliall  happen,  any  one  may  forefee,  that  the 
wliole  mud  confequently  ^comc  one  complicated,  undidin- 
guiOicd  heap  of  dreadful  ruin. 

— In  order  to  prevent  this,  would  it  hot  be  wife  and 
prudent,  before  it  is  too  far  gone,  to  it  quife^down,  and

r'l^HIS  little  piece  is  divided  iato  three  fedlioQS^  and  treaCt  of  the 
X  following  fubjcifts,  by  way  of  quedion  and  anfwer,  viz. 

I.  Of  goveVament  in  general. 

2-  Of  the  date  of  liberty  in  England.  Under  this  head;  af^er 
liriwing  the  outlines  of  the  Britilh  conditution,  our  author  miket 
I  j.nc  obfcrvations  on  the  late  infringements  on  the  privileges  of  Englifh* 
luen,  by  evading  the  operation  of  the  Habeai  Corpus  ;  the  ifluing 
ot  generil  warrants ;  feizure  of  papers  ;  redri^ons  on  the  liberty  of 
the  prefs;  by  proceedings  by  attachment,  information,  in terrogatbries; 
bc  :»  the  refufing  the  fird  county  in  England  to  judge  of  the  btoeis  of 
the  perfon  who  (hail  reprefent  them  in  parliament;  the  improper  ufe 
cf  a  military  force  ;  &c. 

Of  the  adairs  of  America.  In  Creating  of  which,  the  quedion 
cf  the  right  of  Great  Britain  to  tax  her  American  colonies  is  brought 
on  the  tapis,  and  difculfed  (in  part)  as  follows  : 

**  Ul^try^  Does  not  the  Britifh  parliament  make  laws  that  redridi 
the  commerce  of  the  colonies,  and  may  not  this  burden  be  equivalent 
to  a  tax  ? 

Anf.  The  Britilh  Parliament  alfo  makes  laws  that  redriA  the  com¬ 
merce  of  Ireland,  but  notwithdanding  the  near  neighbourhood <  of 
this  country,  whereby  we  are  pretty  good  judges  of  its  circumdaoceA, 
we  never  prefumed  to  lay  a  difed  tax  upon  it,  nor  Indeed  upon  l4orth 
America,  till  of  late.  Allowing  that,  eventually,  there  is  no  ditfer* 
ence  between  thefe  things,  the  one  is  a  mticb^  more  open  and  uodif* 
guiled  oppredion  than  the  other;  and  there  it  a  degree  Co  which  any 
people  will  hear  hardlhip  without  complaint ;  but  oppredion,'  beybqd 
a  certain  degree,  will  make  even  a  wife  man  mad.  Such  powers  as, 
from  their  nature,  mud  necelfarily  be  lodged  in  one  of  the  parts  of 
the  whole  empire,  the  colonids  will  never  obje^  to  in  Great  Britain. 
The  mod  abfolute  jurifdidion  of  this  kind  they  woultl  never  complain 
of ;  and,  provided  the  edPe^s  of  it  were  not  greatly  oppredlye^'  they 
would  never  think  o§  nicely  fetting  bounds  to  it.  It  may  perhaps  be 
impollible  (if  the  fubjeifl  be  metaphydcally  conddered)  to  fix  prtcife 
boundaries  to  the  authority  of  Great  Britain  over  the  colonies,  but  tbe 
extremes,  ip  a  thoufand  cafes  of  great  importance  (as  in  all  quediooi 
concerning  morals,  virtue  and  vice)  may  be  obvious,  when  the  ^xa^ 
medium  cannot  be  afeertained  ;  and,  in  this  cafe,  moderation  on  both 
Tides  would  make  that  very  eafy  in  pra^ice,  which  is  ever  To  difficult 
in  theory. 

Qu.  What  can  the  North  Americans  plead  for  an  exemption  from 
taxes  impofed  by  the  Britilh  parliament,  bnt  fuch  charxers^aa  our  Kings 
have  ufually  given  to  corporations,  which  are  alt  of  them  lisbloto 
regulated,  or  fet  afide  by  all  the  three  edates  of  die  reilm  f  '  * 

'  'Ani; 
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Anf.  Admittio^  that  the  prjvileges  of  the  colonifli  had  no  otlit*’ 
origin,  yet  the  continuance  of  this  eilahlifbment  fuch  a  number  of 
years,  and  the  fatal  confequcnce  of  revoking  it,  which  is  nothing  left 
than  the  abfoUite  flavery  of  a  whole  people, ought  to  make  their  rtgbti 
to  be  confidered  in  a  very  different  light  from  that  of  the  charters  of 
common  corporations,  the  members  of  which  arc  generally  benefited 
by  their  abrogation.  A  corporate  town  generally  bears  a  very  faiall 
proportion  to  the  whole  flatc;  whereas  all  our  North  American  colo* 
Dies  bear  a  very  great  proportion  to  the  whole,  and,  in  u?.  probability, 
will,  at  no  great  diftance  of  time,  be  equal  to  all  the  reft  put  together. 
And  it  ought  not  to  be  forgotten,  that  it  is  the  good  of  the  whole  ein* 
pirc,  confidered  as  one,  which  fliould  he  the  obje^  of  government, 
and  not  the  aggrandizement  of  any  particuidr  pait.  If  other  maximt 
prevail,  one  part  of  the  empire  will  he  the  feat  of  delpotilui,'  and  all 
the  other  lubjc<5ls  will  be  flaves. 

Qu.  In  all  difputes  between  Great  Britain  and  her  colonieS|  mull 
not  Great  Britain,  though  flic  be  only  one  part  of  the  whole  united 
empire,  be,  of  neccllity,  the  jud^e,  and  fhould  not  the  colonicf, 
tlvcrcforc,  fubmit  to  her  dccilioii  ? '  Who  can  be  umpire  between 
them  ?  .  ^  , 

Anf.  It  ?s  true,  things  arc  fo  circumOanced,  that,  in  all  difputei, 
Great  .Biltain  mull,  of  courfe,  be  the  judge  ;  becaulie  ihc  lias.(jtbe 
power  of  enforcing  the  lentenc  e  ;  but  Hie  cannot  acfl  in  that  capacity,, 
contrai')'  to  the  clear  leiife  of  the  colonics,  without  alTcrting  an  un* 
difguifed  tyranny  and  arbitrary  power,  'fbo*  Great*  Britain  be  the 
ilrongcr  of  the  two,  Ihe  ihould  let  reafon  be  judge  between  them,  and| 
not  take  advantage  of  more  llrcngth  to  ogprefs  thofe  who  arc  not  able  * 
to  refill  her  unjult  decrees.  If  (to  recur  to  the  cafe  i  put  before)  the 
parliament  of  Great  Britain  (hould  lay  a  tax  upon  Leeds,  Manchefter, 
or  TPy  other  town,  that  lends  no  reprefentatives  to  parliament  i  or  if 
the  three  cllates  ftiould  concur  to  deprive  any  particular  lubje^of  fiii 
Dutural  and  civil  rights  (foi  inftance,  his  right  of  being  clewed  to 
to  Icrve  his  country  in  parliament),  in  this  cafe  Great  Britain  would, 
like.wilft  alfume  the  office  of  judge.  There  could  be  no  appeal  from 
the  feiuence,  and  the  town,  or  the  individual,  would  lubmit  ;•  but  ^ 
they  would  give  way  as  they  would  to  a  tempeft,  a  torrent,  or  a  h«r* 
licanc,  which  they  were  not  able  to  refill,  and  they  would  relieve 
lliemlcU  es  the  firft  opportunity, 

Qii.  But  is  not  the  advjntage  accruing  to  Great  Britain  from  tbJi 
lasatinn  of  America,  a  plaulible  pretence  for  having  recourfc  to  loop* 
prcllive  a  meafurc  ?

Land  is  fo  cheap^ 
ii.jL  every  man  is  ambitious  of  acquiring  property  in  it*  Few  bands, 
ihertfore,  being  at  liberty  to  app'ly  to  labour  or  ’  maoufadhires,,  their 
work  is  lo  dear,  that  it  will  always  be  for  their  intcreft  to  purchafc 
ot  u5,  rather  than  fupply  thcmfelvcs,  till  the  whole  country  be  fully 
^vjDj'icd,  whicli  is  a  period  too  remote  for  attention* 

C^u.  sVlnt  ieems  to  be  the  beft,  the  moft  equitable  maxims^  to 
be  uulerveil  by  Great  Britain,  with  refpe(5k  to  our  colonies* 

Anl.  The  molt  equitable  maxims,  as  well  as  the  beft  policy,  in  our* 
coniiud  to  the  Americans,  is  to  lay  alide  all  jcaloufy  of  them,'  not  to 
jnJuige  the  idea  ot  luperiority,  and  to  confult  the  good  of  the  whole, 
js  ot  one  united  empire,  each  part  of  which  has  the  fame  natural 
ri^!.t  to  liberty  and  happincis  with  the  other,  to  encourage  agricuf* 
tu.c  among  them,  and  fnanufa^fturcs  among  ourfelver, ,  and  by  no 
riitans  to  interfere  in  thcFr  interior  government,  lb  far  as  to*  lay  any

Anl.  It  is  never  too  late  for  any  man,  or  body  of  men,  to  repent 
cd,  and  re<^tify,  what  they  are  convinced  they  have  done  amift*  Let 
(iS  at  leaft,  virtually  acknowledge  it,  by  generoully  cancelling  all 
tliu  IS  pall,  and  fulfering  things  to  remain  for  the  future  as  they  were 
b  nic  ycais  ago.
